NEW GRADUATE DEAN FOR GWU 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — Dr. Henry Solomon will become dean of the 
Graduate School of Arts and Sciences of the George Washington 
University on July 1, 1974. 

Now professor of economics and chairman of the economics depart¬ 
ment at George Washington, he will succeed Dean Arthur E. Burns, 
the present dean. 

A New Yorker, Professor Solomon holds degrees from Brooklyn 
College (B.A.) and New York University (M.A. and Ph.D.). His areas 
of specialization are mathematical economics, logistics, and theory 
and policy of local economic development. 

Author of many articles for scholarly Journals, he is currently 
engaged in research in three areas -- the economics of procurement, 
methodology for systems performance measurement, and manpower. (All 
three of these research projects are sponsored by the Office of 
Naval Research.) 

Professor Solomon has been at George Washington continuously 
since 1950 with the exception of several leaves to complete his 
graduate education and to spend a year with the Small Business 
Administration in 1966 - 67 . He has also been associated with the 
Logistics Research Program at the university since 1950. 
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The recipient of an Outstanding Educators of America Award in 
1972 and a Founder's Day Award for outstanding scholarship from New 
York University, Dr. Solomon is currently a member of the Faculty 
Senate at George Washington. 

From 1951 to 1954 he served as a member of the Executive Office 
of the President's Committee on Interindustry Economics in the bureau 
of the budget and also has served as economic consultant to various 
government agencies. At the Small business Administration, he was 
deputy assistant administrator/economics and acting assistant 
administrator/economics. 

Professor Solomon and his wife, Jacqueline, have one son, 
Michael, a freshman at Brandeis University. Professor and Mrs. 
Solomon live at 14103 Oakvale Street, Rockville, Maryland.

Belgian Art Books," a collection of more than 200 volumes, 

was selected for exhibit In the United States by the Belgian 

Ministries of Culture and Is being sponsored in this country by the 

Belgian Embassy. The exhibit Is one of three currently tourlne 
America. 

Displayed In the University Library's main lobby and the second 
floor's Special Collections division, the books are in four 
languages - English, French, Dutch, and German — and feature In 

excellent color detail art from around the world, including Africa 
and Asia. 
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Also on display are Belgian travel books and geography, history, 
music, and stage design texts that emphasize quality printing and 
photographic reproduction. Other special features of the 
exhibition include facsimiles of hand-lettered manuscripts from the 
l^th and 15th centuries (including a tribute to Christine de Pisan, 
the French poet who during the late 14th and early 15th centuries 
became the first woman manuscript writer), and a section of books 
off the main lobby intended for leisurely browsing. 

The exhibit will be open during regular library hours December 
4-28. The University Library is open from 8:30 a.m. to midnight 
on weekdays, 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. on Saturdays, and 1 p.m. to midnight 
on Sundays. The portion of the exhibit located on the second 
floor, however, will only be open until 6 p.m. weekdays, and 
closed during the weekend.

NEW MUSEUM EDUCATOR PROGRAM 


WASHINGTON, D.C. -- A new museum educator program will start 
at The George Washington University in July 1974. 

This pioneering program, leading to the degree of Master of 
Arts in Teaching (M.A.T.) Museum Education, will include these 
areas: the museum and the school, the museum in the community, and 

the museum for the amateur and the scholar. 

An intensive twelve months of work is .designed to prepare 

selected students for education work in a museum or for service in 
liaison posts between museums and school systems. The year's plan 
will comprise a summer session of studies in Washington-area museums 
and on-campus courses, a fall semester of field work in schools and 
on-campus courses, spring internship in a museum, and a full year 
in a chosen field of study. The interdisciplinary program will 
include 33 semester hours of work. 

So far as possible, students will be placed for their museum 
internships in museums compatible with their areas of specialization. 
Students completing the program will be qualified to enter large 
museums as staff members with special expertise, or to under- 
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take broad responsibility for education programs in smaller museums. 

Field work in the Washington, D.C., area museums may be done 
at the National Gallery of Art, the Museum of African Art, the 
Textile Museum, the Corcoran Gallery of Art, the National Aquarium, 
the National Collection of Fine Arts, the Museum Education Round¬ 
table, the Smithsonian Institution Traveling Exhibition Service, 
the Office of Museum Programs of the Smithsonian Institution, and 
other museums of history, art, and natural sciences. 

Developed by Dr. Marcella Brenner, professor of education at 
George Washington University, the program is believed to be the 
first interdisciplinary museum training program leading to an 
education degree. A $13,050 grant from the National Endowment for 
the Arts and matching funds from George Washington University and 
an anonymous donor are being used to start the project. Applications 
should be received by April for placement in the program beginning 
in July.

NEW SUMMER SESSIONS DEAN FOR GWU 

WASHINGTON, D.C. -- Dr. V/illiam F. E. Long will become dean of 
the Summer Sessions at the George Washington University on July 1, 
1974. 

Now associate professor of economics and associate dean of the 
university’s Graduate School of Arts and Sciences, he will succeed 
retiring Dean Charles V/. Cole, who has served as dean since I960. 

A George Washington alumnus with three degrees from the univer¬ 
sity (A.B., 19^63 M. A., 19*17: and Ph.D., 1967 ), Dr. Long did graduate 
work at Duke and Johns Hopkins universities. He has taught at the 
University of Maryland and at North Carolina State University at 
Raleigh. 

Dr. Long, whose areas of specialization in the field of economics 
are industrial organization and economic theory, is currently 
engaged in research on mergers, multi-national corporations, and 
the industrial organization of the U.S. shipbuilding industry. 

Dr. Long has lectured at the Inter-American Defense College, 
the Industrial College of the Armed Forces, and the American 
Institute of Management. He has written extensively for scholarly 
journals and has had many articles published in periodicals such as 
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the Antitrust Law and Lconomlcs Review . He is a member of Omlcron 

Delta Kappa, leadership honorary, and of Omlcron Delta Epsilon, 
economics honorary. 

Dr. Long came to George Washington in 1964 as assistant professor 
of economics and has served as assistant dean of the GWU Columbian 
College of Arts and Sciences, and as secretary for the Columbian 
College Faculty. He joined the Graduate School of Arts and 
Sciences as assistant dean in 1967 . 

In his career as an economist Dr. Long was associated with 
Allegheny Airlines as head of the economic planning department, 
with the Electronic Industries Association, Washington, D.C., as 
chief economist and later as consultant, and with the Philco 
Corporation, Philadelphia, Pa., as manager of the microelectronics 
division with responsibility for marketing, manufacturing, and 
research and development. 

lie was a consultant for a year to the National Endowment for 
the Humanities as assistant project director (graduate education 
in the humanities) and has been a member of the editorial board of 
American Econ omist . Dr. Long also has been a consultant for the 
U.S. Department of Justice, the Agency for International Development, 
the Arms Control and Disarmament Agency, and the Bureau of the 
Budget. 

Dr. Long, and his wife, Reta, live at 615 South Woodstock St., 
Arlington, Va. They have one daughter, Linda, (Mrs. George Kenton) 
of Silver Spring, Md.
